Halifax, N. C, December 7— With 
the toll of dead ateadily mountliig It 
waa heUeved early thia monilng that 
more than 1,000 peraona perlahtd In 

the explosion and Are which followed 
the collision yesterday morning In 
Halifax harbor between n mnnllions 
laden French ablp and another vea 
ael loaded with auppllea for the Bel- 
gian relief oommlealon. 

The diaaater which hm iilnnged 
the Dominion Into mourning probably 
will rank as the most fearful that 
ever occurred on the American coU' 
tient. Residents of Halifax and thou 
aauda of volunteer relief wnrkera who 
have oome Into the city have ben al' 
most daaed at the extent o^ the hor 
or. 

Temporary morguea have been pa' 
labllshod In many buildings to which 
a »teady procession of veh'cles o' all 
kinda have been rarryliii; rur hours 
tb'3 bodlea of men, women and chil 
dr<>n. Itaat of them were so charred 
that they were unreoognlxable Thou 
sanda of peraona aeeUng imc^ of rel 
otives and frienda have paaaed by tlio 
long, allent rows, attempting, iiy the 
flickering light of :amp4 and lanterns 
to Identify the ones they sou!;ii;. 

Virtually every buildinie; In tlie oily ' 
which could be converted Into a boa- 
pital it (llled with wounded, many of 
them Bo deaperately Injured, that 
there la no hope of their wovwy 
Scores already have died In these tem- 
porary hospitals. An ever-increasins 
number Is being taken from the 101.1- 
pletely devaatated Richmond .llatrlct 
to the relief itationa. An army of 
reacue workera la aaarehtag among 
the rulna for hodlea and for thoRp 
who survived admldat the wreckase 
left by the expkwlon and '.l'.'e 

The city waa In darkness tonight 
except for the flamea from tbe Area at! 1 1 
burning la the wrecked bulldlnga In 
the Be rth w d. The-eleetric light and 
gaa planta have been virtually de- 
stroyed and the only lighta available 
are keroaene lampa. They furnished 
the illumination by means of whieh 
Burgeona and doctora tolled heroical- 
ly throughout the night earing fOr the 
injured. 

floldlera, aalkirs and police patroll- 
ed the atreeta tonight and upon them 
fell the major portion of the burden 

of searching among the ruins for th*" 
dead and wounded. The Canadians 
were asHlsted in this work from an 
American warabip in the harbor. 

The flan^e-awept area oovera ap- 
proximately two- and one^lt aquare 
milea. It beglna aa what la known aa 
the North Street Bridge, extending 
north to IMer 8 on the Richmond wat- 
er front and back to a point parallel 
with Golden street. Nothing has been 
left standing in thia section of the 
city. Only a pile of amouldering rulna 
marka the apot where the great build- 
ing of th« American Sugar Reflntng 
Company aiood. The drydock and all 
the bulldlngR wliirh snrroiiuded it 
were destroyed. The Richmond school 
that houned hundreda of children waa 
demoliahed and It la reported only 
three eaoaped.

The business men 
of Huntington are Interested because 
It takes from two to three weeks to 
get a freight aUpmbnt out of Clnciu- 
natl and at Iftat ftrar weeka out of 
Pituburg, and all ahlpmenta In the 
Wheeltag diatrlet via rail In thia di- 
leotlon are embargoed. The advai.- 
tage of a good tine of boats would be 
that We would get <\\\\ck ani\ elflcinK 
service.

"The plan is to have the elock of 
the company widely distrlbutin.; nl 
loting to each town along the rlvor i 
certain amount of atock to be pur- 
I'liaaed by ita ablppera, baaed upon 
;he approximate tonnage that eacb 
town would funiffn. B'f havlOK a 
Urge number* of stockholders Inter- 
ested in the company (all of whom 
being shippers) a co-operative ar- 
rangement will be effected that will 
iaaure to the advantage of all con- 
ohmed. 

"Would like for you to put thia mat- 
ter before your Board of Trade at 
your very earllvat opportunity and let 
me have an expression from you on 
the matter. If there is sufficient in- 
tereat ahown. It la the purpoae to have 
a Joint moetlag with repreeentativea 
from all the towna atong the river 
between Parkerabnrg and Cincinnati, 
with a view of taking action on the 
propoaitlon and inakhiR it n success."

The patriot whose 
loyalty is sincere will refuse to belii'vc wild humors. And if he is 
80 credulous as to half believe them, he will consider it his duty to 
demancl absolute proof and to refuse to pass on to others any stories 
^with doubtful background and harmful potentialities. 
V . An Ananias club for war gossips isn't enough. How about a 
"War Rumor Missouri Club with a membership including every loyal 
j^jiSiijiien? A little more of the'*'show me" attitude and a good deal 
' 1«M "easy mark" credulity would be very much to the point in 
choking to death this particular phase of I^ssian warfare.

"One great eifect of the present war, at home, will be the 
cleaning up of politics," says Richard H. Dana of Boston, president 
of Ihe National Civil Service Reform League. 

"The sacrifices Americans will have to uuike in this war," he 
explains, "will teach the ma new conception of the debt they owe to 
their country. The close of the war will see a great influx of trained 
men into the field of public service, nninieipal, state and national." 

It might be said thdt the results of the recent fall election were 
not altogether in harmony with this view. Several cities, notably 
New York, showed an unexpected political relapse. But that need 
not deter us from accepting Mr. Dana's hopeful view. As yet we 
have Imrdly begun to make the sacrifices which are expected to lead 
to purer i)olitics and more disinterested public service. 

Already, however, there are many signs of the new spirit. 
Though our municipal and state governments have as yet been little 
affected, the national government is full of notable and inspiring ex- 
amples. 

It is hardly an exaggeration to say thait the bulk of our war 
preparations arc in the hands not of politicians, not of regular public 
-,oflficials of any sort, but of volunteers from private life— b\isiness anu 
professional men who are giving the best that is in them to their 
country, without thought of compensation. If this new attitude con- 
tinues after the war, it will surely work a revolution in our public 
affairs.

In France. We should have on file 
llie iianioH of lliousands of niirsoK who 
could ii'Hpoiid to u call onl short no- 
tice." 

Graduate nurses between the ages 
of 21 and 46 who pass the required 
physical and mental tests will be ac- 
cepted. Traveling expenses are paid 

hy the War llcparlnipnt and army 
nurses assinned to duty at military 
hospitals are provided wiili iiuarters 
Hnd BUbsistcnce and are paid $50 per 
.lonth, with $10 additional (or forelKn 
ervlce. .Nurses who prefer not to 
.')ave service abroad, It was announced 
will have their preferences respect- 
ed. 

"The army nurses corps". Mi^s 
Thomi)son said, "will supply i)er.-i(in- 
'cl to aliciul one hundred ha^e hos- 
pitals in this country, each'^with 65 
nurses; to many base hopitals 
abroad, each with 100 nurses and to 
hospital trains, hospitau shiiis and 
the evactiation hospitals.

From Oermany comes an interesting account of the information 
obtained from the first AmericHiis captured as prisoners of w ar. Our 
men were immediately subjected to the usual inquisition, designed to 
extract information valuable to their captors. It appears that the 
matter of primary interest to tlie (leriiums in this case was the opin- 
ion of the American army as to why it was fighting. Three prisoners, 
when asked why we entered the war, are said to have given the fol- 
~ lowing reasons :

"This first reconat ruction hospiial 
where our soldiers will be re-rdii- 
rated In occuiiatloiis which will best 
lit them not to become a burden to 
aooiaty, yiiW be erected In Boston. It 
will consist of a complete unit of twin 
ward hospital buildings, vocational 
woricshops, barracks, mess hail, and 
post exchange. This was definitely 
decided upon today at a meeting of 
the Elks' War Relief Commission 
oompoaed of John K. Tener, Chair- 
man; Joaeph T. Fanninc, peeret^ry; 
Jerome B. Fisher, James R. Nicholson, 
EMward RIghtor , and Fred Harper.

"Within a few months, however. It 
became evident that the mere saving 
of life, unless it was followed by or 
Bssoelated with attempta to reatore 
funotion to the damagM PUrt, i«pi»> 
sedted a waate tiiM waa ao great that 
the very existence of the nation was 
Jeopardized. Associated with this, the 
pathetic condition In which most of 
these young men were placed, with 
the greater part of their lives to live 
bound by their physical handicap, 
was too oTerwhelniay not to make it 
obviona that something more than 
life-saving was called for." 

'The Qovernment oflicials are par- 
ticularly grateful to the Eli<8 for 
this magnificent gift, which will tend 
to minimise the suffering and dlsabil- 
itlet cauaed by the war," said Major 
Elliot 0. Brac^tt, Director ot MtU- 
taar OrthopeAea, with headqmrtera 
In the Surgean General's office. "It 
is a fine thing for the nation and is of 
incalculable consequence from the 
Ktandpoint of happiness of the soldier. 
The need of this same rehabilitative 
work a« a factor tn aolving our civil 
and induatrlal problem haa been evi- 
dent for some time, and already at- 
tempts have been made to meet the 
need through the establishment of 
such work.

London, Deeember Twenty-nve 
ineiny aeroplue made Are simul 
taneoui bombing attaeks on Kent snd 
London early today, Lord rreaoh an- 
nouneed. 

Two ot Ave or elx naeUoea whicii 
penetrated defenses and bombarded 

th(' central city were forced to land 
and their crews were taken alive. 

The planes also flOW OTOr Kent 
dropping bombs. 

The enemy raiders came early In 
the momini. aoeording to an offlolui 
statement issued by Lord n«noh, 
commander-ln-ohlef of home forces 
The aatroplanes were all clearly audi- 
ble. A heavy brarage was put up 
over London against them. 

Two and a half hours elpased be- 
tween the first warning and the "all 
clear" signal aanonaelat the end of 
the raid. 

According to the official statement, 

the first group of the sky-killers was 
sighted over Kent at. 1:30 this morn- 
ing. Bombs were dropped by these 
machines at various places. 

The second group put In an appear- 
ance at 8 a. m., and proceeded up the 
River Thames, also into Kent Be* 
tween 4 and 4:30 o'olook two qpre 
groups crossed Kssex. ^ 

These joined with ihr three groups 
which had passed over Kent, and the 
machines, In a converging eolumu, 
started toward London. 

Lord Preneh announced that the 
captured crews of the two Oerman 
machines brought down inoluded 
three men for each plane. 

8earch .Hade For Lost U. 8. SeldierN 
American Field Headquarters, 
France, December C— Search was be- 
gun of British front hospitals today, 
with the hope of finding some ot the 
missing American army engineers 
caught in the German advance around 
Cambrai. 

Until this is completed, headquar- 
ters probably will not Issue any of- 
ficial statement ot the casualties. 

It was announced semi-offlolally to- 
day that at least four officers and 280 
men of the American army engineer 
detachment were in the thick Ot the 
Cambrai fighting.
